On amotion by Commissioner Bolton and seconded by Commissioner Petersen the minutes of the July
6, 2005 Planning Commission meeting, asamended and duly noted, were unanimously approved. A motion for
approval was made by Commissioner Bolton and seconded by Commissioner Petersen. Motion carried 9-0-O0.

Director Islesintroduced Frank DeRubeis, Director of Planning in the Town of Smithtown, and Dave
Flynn, Town of Smithtown Planning Dept. Mr. DeRubeisand Mr. Flynn gave a presentation and overview of
the Town of Smithtown and where it istoday.

PUBLIC PORTION DISCUSSION:
There was no cards submitted requesting time for public discussion.

Observation of amoment of silencefor BarbaraVan Liew, alocal historian. Through her efforts much of
Smithtown’s history was preserved.

DIRECTOR’'S REPORT/CORRESPONDENCE:
Director 1sles updated the Commission on the following:

* The Suffolk County Planning Dept. isinvolved in aLand Use Study Update on retail devel opment
that is scheduled to be completed this year.

+ ThePlanning Dept. will aso beinvolved in aComprehensive Water Resources Plan regarding sewage
issuesin ten (10) downtown areas. Thiswill be a one-year project.

+* TheTown of Smithtown, overturning the Suffolk County Planning Commission’ s decision, approved
a Smithtown project, previoudy denied by the Planning Commission. Huntington was not happy with
the resulting notification process and felt that there was need for improvement.

* The Tanger project in the Town of Babylon has received a final impact statement with a revised
development plan, removing about 89,000 sg. ft., which would have been a wholesale club. The
project now consists of 800,000 sg. ft.  The County has requested the Town of Babylon extend the
FEIS comment period for one month extending it until September 5, 2005.

+ The Heartland Town Center (former Pilgrim State property), with the Town of Islip aslead agency,
has received a draft environmental impact statement.

* ThePineBarrensPlanisundergoing an updating process. The Pine Barrens Commission hasuntil the
end of thisyear to finalizeit. Thetowns of Southampton, Riverhead and Brookhaven are most likely
to feel the impact of this updating.

* The Village of Port Jefferson requested that the Suffolk County Planning Department become
involved in a waterfront study. It might become necessary for the Village to enact a resolution to
authorize the Planning Dept. to assist in this study.

+ Therearetwo billsonthe agendafor the Environment Committee at the Legidature at its meeting on
August 4, 2005 regarding changes in the Planning Commission. One bill is from the County
Executive maintaining 15 Planning Commission membersand one from Leg. Caracciolo, changing the
number of membersto 11.

*+ The Long Island Regional Planning Board is reviewing a draft housing plan received from the
Executive Director and are taking comments. The next meeting is scheduled for the end of
September. The Planning Department isreviewing that plan and providing commentsto the Regional
Planning Bd. By the end of the year they expect to complete a bi-county plan.

+  CensusBureau ranked Suffolk County number 13 for the number of business establishmentsout of all
counties in the country.

COMMISSIONERS ROUNDTABLE:
Commissioner Nolan discussed the impact of a zone change in Smithtown and that there will be a traffic
impact in the Town of Huntington.

Commissioner Holmes told the Commission that the Town of Shelter Isdand overruled the Planning
Commission recommendation that the roads on the former Foley property be made 50" wide and given names.
The town planning board l€eft the streets 20' wide and declined to name them.

Commissioner O’ Deainformed the Commission that the Town of Riverhead found the Wil pon application to
be an eligible sponsor and awaiting contract. Thiswill include 700 acres of the Calverton piece.
